Though the use oi' postage 
stamps dates hack 250 years, says the 
New York Post^ only a few collectors 
can show specimens made earlier 
than the present century. The 
custom of attaching postage stamps 

to letters did not become general 
until aftei 1840, and no one tried 
(0 collect the few varieties in 

existence before that, Some of 

them now would have a value 
thousands of times greater than 
their original selling pn< 

What probably were the first 
postage stamps were brought into 
use by the Brat postal collection 
and delivery system, which was 
introduced in Parle in 1653. In 
that year King Louis XIV granted 
a privilege to S municipal dignitary 
named Delayer to establish letter 

boxes in various sections of Paris, 
he to Collect the letters deposited 
therein ami to charge a given 

their delivery. The deal 
applied to local letters only. All 
mail for iheoutei world had to b<» 

handled In the primitive way then 

existing. 

Delayer put up a series of boxes 

and organised s force of collectors 
ami messengers in short order. But

How long 
it lasted and what caused its down- 
fall is not recorded. Possibly the 
whim of a ruler was responsible for 
Ms discontinuance. At all events 
the system fell into oblivion two 
years later and with it the use of 
postage stamps. 

The first serious attempt to intro- 
duce them into the little kingdom 
of Sardinia was in the year 1819. 
The cert ideates were thin sheets of 
paper cover letters, which invari- 
ably were folded in a uniform way 
ami size. v There were no envelopes 
in those days. The edges of the 
paper bore the watermark "Diiili- 
one Generale delle Regie Post.' 1 
The emblem was a rampant wanior 
on horseback and the respective 
values of the stamps were indicated 
at 10, 25 and 50 centissime, 10 
ecu tissi me equalling two cents in 
American money. These were re 
placed by vari -colored water mark- 
ed stamps the following year, which 
remained in use until 1836. 

The first to follow the example 
of the Sardinians was Great Britain, 
which established its postage stamp 
industry in 1840. Concurrently 
with with its adoption of penny 
postaite in that year, the Biitish 
post office issued stamped lett 
wrapped for the first time. The 
penny wrappers were printed in 
black ink and those for two -pence 
in blue. The square section of the 
wrapper intended for the address 
was decorated with an allegorical 
[go, by Mulready, emblematic of 
Britain's woild-wide commerce. 
Under this appeared ** Postage One 
Penny/' or two-pence, respectively, 
The first regular postage stamps 
wen* issued iu the year following, 
tin* value being the same — one 
penny and two-pemo. The de- 
signs, which showed the bust of the 
newly-crowned 00*00, were in 
constant use without change in 
Color, size, or style, until a change 
ordered by Victoria only a few 
yea is ago. 

Brazil adopted stamps in 1843, 
eva followed in 1844 and Fin- 
land in 1845, The United St 
went Into the business iu 1846 and 
specimens Still extant of that first 
issue are all but ptieeless. \{\, 
fell in line In 1848 and France 
sumed hei Interest in the subject in 
1849, almost 206 yean after her 
first experience with it. Belgium 

and Batavia followed suit that year, 
and Australia, Prussia and Saxony 
began printing and selling stamps 
in 1850.

If there is secret a which Tncle 
S:im jealously guards it is tin* 
068S of manufacturing the fiber 
paper upon which his money notes 
are printed. He pays a Massachu- 
setts tirm forty-three cents a pound 
for it, and this firm does its work 
under the sarveillanoe of a govern- 
ment agent. The paper is manu- 
factured ot the finest rags, cleaned, 
boiled and mashed into a pulp. 
it is rolled into thin sheets, silk 
threads are introduced into it by a 
a secret process. These are the 
distinguishing marks making imi 
tiation of their paper well nigh 
impossible. The sheets of paper al- 
ready counted twice and plac 
uniform packages at the paper mill, 
are stored iu the treasury vault ami 
Issued to the bureau of the engrav- 
ing as wanted.

cabinet maker, and when the battles 
of the Revolution were ended and 
the colonies were free, be won* back 
to his old vocation.

Probably there are no two persons

The latter was espe- 
cially prominent in arranging and 
conducting the ceremonies In con- 
nection with the burial of Hiram 
Cronk, the last surviving soldier of 
the War of 1812, who died a little 
more than three years ago Mrs. 
Morehouse had known him for 
many years, and it was through her 
efforts especially that he was buried 
on the Mount of Victory in Cypress 
Hill Cemetery. This particular 
plot of burial ground is reserved 
bo the bodies of the soldiers of the 
earlier wars of the republic. Mrs. 
Morehouse states that it is sully in 
need of fixing up and of being kept 
in order.

But sufferers from acute rj 
particularly rheumatism, various 
affections of the skin, heart di* 
and kidney troubles, are usually 
advised against a sojourn at the 

seashore, ft is those who simply 
need toning up, and who havesound 
organs to maintain tbe tone after it 

is once regained, to whom the in- 
vigorating air from the sea is a 
benefit.

This removed all doubt, 
Monroe said to him: " Come with 
me, and I'll take you where yon 
will be fixed all right." Being 
turned over to the first police officer 
they mat, and taken to the star 
house, Douglas speedily regM 
his voice and hearing. The result 
was that the court sitting 

lasi gave Douglas a terra at the 
State Faim for vagrancy. 

It is time to put a stop to ti 
impostures, which make it all the 
harder for really deserving deaf 
pie to secure the help they a 
accept our misfortune, and make the 
la noble ; but to trade 
upon it in any way ; to feign po- 
verty or inability to work ; to pre 
tend to a misfortune which does 
not t - to make things hard 

for the deaf, and to give a totally 
wrong impression to the hearing.
